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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments 
have been considered but they are not pursuasive. Regarding claim 6, Applicant argues two 
embodiments of the reference Raviv are relied on the rejection. However, both embpdiments Raviv are 
directed to utilizing a position-coding pattern detectable by an optical sensor (Fig. 10-13). In 
embodiment of Fig. 12-13, the multi-patterned trackable cursor can be considered as the surface being 
detected and in embodiment of Fig. 10-11, each region has different position pattern can be considered 
as the surface being detected. Since the claim broadly recites position-coding pattern, both 
embodiment of Raviv meet the limitations of the claim. The Applicant further argues: Fig. 1 3 of Raviv is 
relied for rejection of limitation of the visually distinct first and second area. However, the Examiner 
does not relied on Fig. 13, instead Fig. 10-11 are utilize as each region such as "4" can be considered 
as a visually distinct area from another regsion such as "6". 
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
